REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

I I . [3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's argument is not persuasive since applicant has misundertood the teaching of Huber into Okuda. The examiner does 
not rely on Huber to replace Okuda's resin with an adhesive resin. Reference to Huber teaches to use an adhesive resin to 
replace other bonding means such as soldering (brazing), which used bv Okuda. for the purpose of lowering the cost of the heat 
exchanger and decreasing the defect rate of the heat exchanger plate joints. It appears that the subject matter that the same 
resin is not only coated at the bonding area but also outside of the bonding area as shown in figure 3. defines over the prior art 
of record. However, any amendment after a final rejection, that raises new issue, would be expected to file with an RCE. 
Applicant is also reminded that the relevant text of the specification should be made fully consistent with the invention as finally 
claimed.
